TAKE A TOMATO HOME TO 
BABY. 

A vitamin which is essentia] for 
normal digestion and normal funce- 
tioning of the bowel and probably also 
for normal growth and development 
of the infant is present in breast 
milk. The same vitamin is present in 
smaller quantity in cow's milk. Boil- 
ing the milk diminishes the vitamin 
eontent. Pasteurization diminishes 
the vitamin content. Prolonged use 
of boiled or pasteurized milk leads to 
scurvy. So when through somebody s 
sLortsightedness or incapacity an in- 
fant is done out of his birthright and 
sentenced to be “hand raieed,” the 
baby is out of luck if he gets any- 
thing less than pure raw milk, be it 
certifie@ milk or just neighbor’s milk. 
Certified milk, if it obtainable, is 
the next best thing to palm off on 
the baby that has been cheated out 
or mother’s milk. When certified 
milk can’t be had, then neighbor's 
milk is generally preferable to milk- 
man’s milk, if you have a neighbor 
who keeps a cow and sells some of 
the milk to a few preferred customers. 
We must assume that the neighbor is 
a cleanly person and the neighbors 
cow is healthy. 

But only a few fortunate people 
living in smali villages or in the coun- 
try can have neighbor’s milk deliv- 
ered immediately after milking. The 
sreat majority of town people have to 
put up with an indifferent market 
milk which is pasteurized some hours 
after the milking and delivered some 
hours after that. The pasteurization 
——heating the milk up to 140 degrees 
“(a par boiling) for 20 minutes—ts 
for the purpose of killing off the 
germs of tuberculosis ov other disease 
germs which may be in market milk. 
The tuberculosis germs come, as a 
rule, from a tuberculous cow. ‘Other 
germs may come from a diseased cow, 


such as the dangerous streptococcus | 
of | 
which have been traced to inflamma-| 


of septic sore throat, outbrefiks 


tion of the cow’s udder in several 
instances. Then there is a consider- 
able chance for market milk to be 
contaminated or polluted en route by 
handlers, sav with typhoid bacilli or 
diphtheria bacilli; nasteurization is 
necessary to kill off these germs in 
the market milk. 

But boiling or pasteurization di- 
minishes the vitamin content of milk. 
so that it becomes necessary, when 
an infant-is fed with boiled or pas- 
teurized milk, to supplement the diet 
with fresh fruit juice or tomato juice, 
which is rich in the vitamin required, 
Orange juice is most commonly em- 
nloved, begiuning with a daily 10 
drops, given in a tew spoonfuls of 
water that has been boiled and cooled, 
preferably an -honr atter a milk feed- 
ing, when the baby is 3 or 4 weeks 
old. This amount should be gradually 
increased mntil the baby takes two 
Or three tablespoonfuls of the orange 
juice daily at the age of six months.

Washington, December 8.—Ameri- 
can cotton growers have produced a 
erop this year with a value of more 
than one and two-thirds billions of 
dollers for lint cotton, linters and cot- 
ton seed. <A preliminary estimate of 
production, announced today by the 
department of agriculture, placed the 


'quantity of lint cotton at 6,.2S9,187,- 


OOO pounds, equivalent to 315,153,000 
bales. 

Based on the farm price of cotton on 
December 1, which was 22.6 cents 
per pound, this vear’s preductior is 
valued at 91,421.356,262. In addition 
the value ot the eottonseed will be 
approximately $200,000.000, and the 
production of linter cotton probably 
Vill run into eight or nine hundred 
thousand bales. 

Tkis year’s crop will be the fifth 
largest in history in point of value, 
being exceeded in the value by the 
crops of 1917, 1918, 1919 and 1923. 
In point of size the crop is the ninth

As assessed value is based on 70 per 
cent of the estimated real value. the 
property is worth approximately S368,- 
971,420.

Chief Grand Rabbi Friedman, who 
was 39 years old, was one of the high- 
est ranking Jewish prelates in Europe. 
At the outbreak of the war he was 
living in his ancestral palace in Aus- 
tria, but was forced to flee with his 
family, while -his property, handed 
down by ancestors who for the last
